T. R. Spence, of Cincinnati, from the Commit- 
tee ona Memorial to Congress, made a report. 
The memorial, which was adopted, enters a 
solemn protest against the passage of the Leaf 
Tobacco bill, and recites various arguments 
against such a measure. It calis attention to the 
facility with which natural leaf may be rendered 
fit for consumption by unskilif@i hands, and 
cites European precedents to show that extreme 
measures are resorted to in other countries to 
protect the revenue-paying manufacturers 
against untaxed leaf produce. The memorial 
then reviews 

PAST CONGRESSIONAL LEGISLATION 

in connection with the trade, and ar- 
gues that the passage of a Free-Leaf bill would 
really operate disastrously to the interests of 
the producers. The memorialists invoke the aid 
of the members of Congress representing the 
great tobacco-raising constituencies to defeat 
the of the bill. The memorial further 
sets forth that manufacturers are satisfied to 
operate under the present tax provided they 
are protected against unfair competition. If, 
however, Congress decides to take off the tax 
on leaf tobacco without corresponding re- 
lief to the tobacco-manufacturers, it would 
amount to a practical confiscation of the 
capital invested By the latter in their busi- 
ness, and would deprive thousands of opera- 
tives of employment. The memorial concludes 
with an earnest appeal to Congress to make a 
change in the lav relating to the sale of leaf 
tobacco, unless it is ready to abolish the entire 
tax and make the traffic in and the sale of to- 
bacco free, as are those of other commodities. 

A resolution was adopted declaring it 


“THE SENSE OF THIS ASSOCIATION 
that the proposition now pending before Con- 
gress to allow rum and other distilled spirits to 
be withdrawn free of tax for use in the manu- 
facture of tobacco and other industries is a 
measure which meets with the hearty concur- 
rence and support of this body.“

WHAT CANNON CAN SAY IN FAVOR OF It.

CABINET GOSSIP. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 16.—It is believed 
by the friends of the President that the reason 
for the delay in the nominatiop of Mr. Chandler 
for Secretary of the Navy, which has been 
looked for for some time past, is his desire to 
select a Secretary of the Interior and make the 
two nominations together. The choice of a Sec- 
retary of the Interior is attended with some 
dificuity. It seems to be an unwritten, 
inviolable rule that he shall be a West- 
ern man. There are already two mem- 
bers of the Cabinet from the Mississippi 
States—Mr. Howe, from Wisconsin, and Mr. Lia- 
coin, from Ulinois—gnd it seems to be the im- 
pression of a number of the President's friends 
that he will have tégo to the Pacific coast for 
Secretary Kirkwogf’s successor—not only to 
avoid crowding too much of the Cabinet into thie 
Mississippi States, and to give the Pacific States 
representation, but because there do not seem 
tobe any available men in the States usually 
called Western.“ Among the men vaguely 
mentioned as having been suggested to the 
President are ex-Senator Newton Booth and ex- 
Congressman Horace Davis, of California.

What the St. Louls Journalists Saw on 
Their Tour of Inspection. 
Special Dispatch te The Onicage . 0. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 16.—Tne Globe- Democrat 
dispatch boat last eveving hailed the steamer 
City of Helena on its way south, and forwarded 
dispatches to Memphis, where they were tele- 
graphed hore. The dispatch, after describing 
the manner in which the trausfer was made, 
says: 

Just after passing company with the packet 
Mattes Landing came in sight, presenting ache 
somewhat novel spectacle of a little speck of 
dry ground, with peach and other fruit trees in 
full bioom, while all around them raged the 
turbid waters of the Mississippi. The landing 
consists of two or three buildings and 
outbuildings, dugouts Deing the only 
means of communication with other portions of 
the birth tand. No stop was made, as all infor- 
mation as to that portion of the overflowed dis- 
trict had been Further 
down, the river broadened out on each side until 
it was lost to view in the thick timber which 
lines its banks. Occasionally 

SUBMERGED HOUSES HOVE IN SIGHT, 
with no signs of life visible, the chickens even 
having disappeared, and shortly after 4 o'clock 
the Safford was in irqnt of Gayoso, but before a 
landing was effected the trim little boat had a 
fierce fight with the powerful current that 
rushes by the bank. She was not to be denied, 
however, and asserted her right to the satisfac- 
tiva of all hands. In seeking a safe harbor for 
the night much trouble was experienced. The 
Safford dropped back under a false point in a 
slough over the top of the bank, running her 
nose aground, but she Was easily gotten off by 
the kind assistance of bystanders, and soon se- 
cured to a large cottonwood out of harm's way 
and away from the landing proper.

A small punt was brought into requi- 
sition, and the Captain soon made the trip 
across. A short walk and 
ANOTHER BROAD RIVER WAS ENCOUNTERED 
some ten feet in depth and over a hundred yards 
wide, which necessitated the use of a second 
punt. A final landing, however, was made, and 
then the full sense of the desolation was dis- 
closed. The streets were full of water, side- 
walks had been washed away, and 
a general air of staxnation prevailed. 
The town has a population of 
about 20v people, and is the county-seat of 
Pemis County. Maj. George W. Carleton, who 
is the agent mtrusted with the distribution of 
the Government supplies, stated in conversation 
that the flood when at its hight was three feet 
deep all over town, and in the lower part it is 
now eighteen inches deep. The suffering among 
the people in the bottoms was intense, and 
necessitated the distribution of 7,400 rations, the 
first of which arrived on the 6th of this mouth. 
These have been supplied to about ninety-five 
families in Gayoso Township. Rations have been 
supplied to the people of Cottonwood Point, 
Cypress Bend, and Braggadocio. During the 
high water the settiers in the bottoms . 
SCAFFOLDED THEMSELVES UP IN THEIR 

DWELLINGS, 
being unable to getaway. Thus it was that they 
lost no less than 156,000 bead of stock. The prin- 
cipal complaint now among the sufferers ‘s lack 
of seod, and, if they can only secure that, they 
express a hope that they will yet be able to get 
a crop of corn, aiways provided that the 
water goes down in & month or so. The 
cotton-seed time is past, and all hope 
seems to be given up of a cropof that staple.

There is no demying (though Gen. Logan 
did not assert it) that the Southern States 
have shamefully, wickedly, cruelly neg- 
lected public education. It is a fact which 
every Southerner should biush to own, that 
every State south of Mason and Dixon’s 
line annually raises less for school 
purposes than it would receive under this 
bill. The rule seems to be general, and there 
is scarcely any distinction between them In 
proportion to population. The large States 
of Alabama, Georgia, North Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, and Texas pay annually from 
$1,100,000 to $1,300,000 less for pablic educa- 
tion than this bill would award to them. 
In Alabama less than one-halt the children 
are enrolled in the schools, and the amount 
expended on each scholar in 1880 was but 
$2.09; Georgia expended in 1880 but $470,000, 
or one-fourth what she would be entitled 
to under the bill. So it goes through the 
list, the small States comparatively making 
no better showing than the large States, with 
the solitary exception of West Virginia, 
which was a Union State.

THE LEGAL ASPECTS OF SERGT. MASON’S 


The sentence of the court-martial on Sergt. 
Mason is universally regarded as à brutal 


‘outrage. But we think that it may also be 


shown that the excessive punishment which 
has been meted out to him cannot be justi- 
fied on any fair legal principles. 

1. The authority of the court-martial in his 
ease is strictly. limited by the United States 
statutes to the infliction of not less pun- 
ishment than would be udged by a civil 
court.” Anything in excess of the sentence 
which would have been imposed in a civil 
court must then be blamed upon the marti- 
nets who have condemned the Sergeant to 
eight years’ service in the penitentiary with 
common felons in addition to confiscation of 
his back pay and dishonorable dismissal 
from the army. It was the duty of the court- 
martial in this case, if it consented to try 
Mason at all, to govern its decision by 
a reasonable estimate of the verdict which a 
jury in a civil ease would have brought in.

The stern Secretary of War evidently thought 
it threw some light upon the inexplicable 
delays in the moving of the Army of the

The expression of such 
sentiments as are accredited to Rosecrans in 
his dispatch to President Lincoln would have 
been a stronger reason for his removal than 
if he had lost a dozen battles. 

Gen. McClellan wrote a letter to President 
Lincoln breathing much of the same dis- 
trust, and advising a namby-pamby policy as 
the only one upon which the war for the 
preservation of the Union could possibly be 
successful. This letter was written July 7, 
1862, from Harrison’s Landing, near Rich- 
mond, and soon after his retreat down the 
Chickahominy. McClellan began by telling 
the President that the enemy was in the front 
“with the purpose of overwhelming us,” and 
that he regarded the situation as “ critical.” 
(He had three men to Lee’s two at the time.) 
He spoke in the most despondent terms

‘RESTORING THE FRANKING ABUSE 

When the Post-Office Appropriation bill 
was under discussion late yesterday after- 
noon, Mr. Eamunds rose and calmly pro- 
posed the restoration of the franking priv- 
lege.

It is, rather, 
a reason for increasing the extra allowance, 
supposing it to be insufficient—as we do not 
believe it is.

JACKALS AT WORK. 


The Latest Piet to Defame Garficld— 
The Vile Assault Upon the Dead by 
Means of a Confidential Letter—That 
Litter a Genuine, Fearless, and Patri- 
etic Statement of the Truth. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 13.--To the 

of the New York Tribune: Garfield's enem 
‘after much stopping, stumbling, and slumping, 
have finaily got upon safe ground. His great 
popularity, founded on his frank and winning 
character, strengthened by intense sympathy 
with his heroic suffering, idealized by his cruel 
and premature death, has been a chain of Rocky 
Mountains protecting him roundabout. For 
some weeks his bitterest foes sat vaialy staring 
at it, despairing of scaling it. Death wrested him 
from their bostility, and to the sacred immunity 
of the grave they were forced to yield, and hear 
him praised, and his ends approved, and his meas- 
ures adopted, without apparent dissent. 

A private and confidential letter, written nine - 
teen years ago by the dead Garfield to his friend 
and fetlow-statesman, the dead Chase, is brought 
out and published. Like the dispatch, it is per- 
fectly unobjectionabie. Like the policy, it is 
thoroughly patriotic. Noone can read the let- 
ter without seeing how intensely the man loved 
his country, how truly he loved his commander. 
What Ruasian despotism rules a Republic that a 
man snau not write in a private letter exactig 


what he pleases? What military rule forbids a 
citizen-soldier to speak his mind privately to a 
citizer-civilian? letter is not only proper, 
but in every sense praiseworthy and fecily 
consistent with Garfield’s public opinions and 
public course. 

The 2 of this publication is not to be 
mistaken. For nineteen years the letter has 
slumbered quietly in the archives where Salmon 
F. Chase’s literary remains repose. Now that 
Gartield is dead, with a rainbow of glory over

CROP PROSPECTS. 


Gratifying News from Kansas.

ATCHISON, Kas., March 16.—Ali reports which 
have come to your correspondent agree, and in- 
dicate the excellent condition of the wheat crop. 
For the time of year it certainly never bas been 
more promising. The damage which is usually 
done by alternate spelis ot freezing and thaw- 
ing at this season in this latitude has been no- 
ticeably absent. The freeze of a few weeks ago 
did more good than harm by retarding the bud- 
ding of fruit trees, which would have been per- 
manently injured by the heavy storm which fol- 
lowed. Asit is, the wheat is entering its spring 
growth in fine shape. The snow was needed as 
bad asrain, and its gradual disappearance has 
given wheat a wonderful start, being in some 
localities five inches high., and so vigorous that 
catti¢d were turned in on it. The present winter 
has favored early planting and plowing, which 
have been actively prosecuted. Kansas farmers 
are now farther advanced than on the Ist of 
May last year. Cattle have done well, as the 

pasturage has been open on the run 

winter. Hogs have suffered a little 2 
weight owing to the scarcity and dearness of 
corn. Corn is bigber now than at any other time 
for the season in many years, being 6244 cents on 
the basis of No.2. This article is scarce, in de- 
mand, and stocks on the Central Branch of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Road are limited, 
as they purchase from our shippers bere. Wheat 
is rather inferior in quality, with a limited sup- 
ply in farmers’ bands. All fruit trees are look- 
ing weil, and the promises of a big yield in Kan- 

sas for everything are unusually flattering.

The audience 
consisted of ladies and gentlemen representing 
ali classes of Chicago society. The stage was 
occupiea by Gen. Henry Strong, the Hon. ER. B. 
Washburne, Judge Mark Skinner, Lambert Tree, 
Judge John M. Wilson, Judge Caton, Judge 
Isaac C. Wilson, I. L. Millikan, J. Y. Scammon, 
Judge Grant Goodrich, J. H. Dunham, E. H. 
Sheldon, William Bross, Thomas Hoyne, C. R. 
Larrabee, Mark Kimball, J. K. Botstord, Judge 
Drummond, Fernando Jones, Calvin De Wolf, 
Robert Fergus, W. F. De Wolf, W. D. Houghtei- 
ing, Judge Knickerboeker. J. J. Richards, H. J. 
Willing, C. C. Jenks, F. F. Munson, D. R. Brandt, 
Dr. Aiport, M. D. Brown, and Gen. Chetlam. Mr. 
Wentworth was recefved with hearty applause 
when he stepped upon tne platform. and was 
equally well treated throughout the entire 
course Of bis lecture. 
THE START. 

Mr. Wentworth commenced abruptly by say- 
ing that he took his seat in the House of Kepre- 
sentatives Dec. 4, 1843, and was not ony the 
youngést but the least experienced of all the 
members, never having seen a legislative body 
in session, even at the Capital of his own State. 
Illinois was then a frontier State. All porth 
was Wisconsin Territory, and all west as far 
south as the Missouri line was lowa Territory. 
We bad no Pacific possessions, Texas 
bad not yet been acquired, and  Flor- 
ida was but a Territory. His Congres- 
sional district extended from the Wisconsin 
State line to the Springfield district on the south, 
and from the Inodiana State line to the Rock 
River Valley on the west. His Congressional 
terms embraced every crigis in the slavery agi- 
tation, beginuing with the discussion on the an- 
nexation of Texas and ending with the adoption 
of the constitutional amendments establish ing 
the equality of all persons before the law. Near- 
ly all his colleagues in the Senate and in the 

ouse were new members. and he had a passing 
acquaintance with but two of them. Haijing, as 
ne did. from the frontier, he was placed by the 
Speaker upon the Committee oa Territories, 
and, being the only Northwestern man upon it, 
was obliged to be 
THE MOUTHPIECE OF ALL THE SETTLEMENTS 
in the wilds of the t Northwest. As be was 
the infant of the House; he had intended to as- 
sume the role of modesty, but, upon the ninth 
day, and before one of his colleagues bad dared 
say Mr. Speaker,“ Senator Breese informed 
him that on that —7 he intended announcing to 
the Senate the death uf Senator McRoberts, who 
had died in vacation, and, as deceased lived 
at Danville, it would devolve upon him to wake 

the same announcement to the House. Having 
never seen Judge McRoberts, and knowing com- 
paratively little about him, be hurried around 
among his collearues and gathered all the in- 
formation he could, and made the best possible 
preparations for Judge Breese's resolutions, 
when they should be sent over from the Senate. 
Thus did bis Congressional career begin. 
WASHINGTON WAS THEN THE GREATEST 
SLAVE-MART IN THE UNITED STATES. 
Near, if not upon the ground where the public 

rden now is, and in sight of the Capitol, was a 
arge luclosure surrounded — a high board 
fence, where siaves were brought from all parts 

the slave-holding region and locked up, like 
cattle at the Union Stock-Yards. There were 
regular auction days fur such as were not dis- 
posed of at private sale. The speaker related 
several entertaining stories and reminiscenoves 
of these slavery days, which were duly appre- 
ciated and applauded. 

He next called attention to the fact that he 
entered Congress under one Vice-President, 
Tyler: came out under anotber, Johnson; and 
served under yet another, Fillmore. It had 
been the mission of ali our Vice-Presidents, 
when acting Presidents, to deeply impress upon 
the country the losses it had sustained in the 
death of the President. Ho had the fortune to 
be the first person to announce to Vive-Presi- 
dent Fillmore the death of Gen. Taylor, and 
Mr. Fillmore did not have to borrow 
any handkerchiefs to wipe the tears from 
his eyes. Fillmore was inaugurated at noon the 
next day, and commenced by removing the 
friends of the late President more summarily 
than Tyler did those of Harrison, or Johnson 
those of Lincoin, in after years. The main 
points of President Taylor's Administration, 
and the primary cause of his death in presiding 
at a Fourth of July 1 on a very bot day 
matters which passed into history—were brietly 
alluded to. Gen. Taylor made no appointments 
to office, but conteated himself by appointing 
his Cabinet, and then bolding them to a strict 
accountability. 

WHATEVER MISTAKES GRANT MIGHT HAVE 

MADE 

arose from his mnon-acquaintance with the 
qualifications of men for civil service. His mode 
of life, like that of Gen. Taylor, prevented it. 
Gen. Taylor had many of the characteristics of 
Gen. Grant. He made short and almost inaudi- 
ble speeches, anc wrote short letters. It had 
been said that Gen. Grant was the only man who 
could have fought the Battle of the Wilderness, 
but bad od Kough-and-Ready” ever got into 
that Wilderness he would bave come out on the 
same side as Gen. @rant did, and, bad he lived, 
he would have cleared the way for disinterested 
visitors to the White House through a wilderness 
of greedy olfice-seekers. 

It added considerabie to the pleasure of a first 
election to become the associate of the most 
learned and most experienced statesman in the 
country—one wbo had grown to manhood in the 
Revolutionary period,who bad heard the guns at 
Lexington, who bad had a commission from 
President Washington, and had been associated 
in public lite with every President from Wasb- 
ington to Tyler, and who had been a Professor 
at Harvard, United States Minister to séveral 
foreign courts, Cabinet officer, Senator, Presi- 
dent, for a long time member of the House of 
Represeatatives, and who hud been embraced 
by Gen. Lafayette when he took his final adieu 
of America. Mr. Wentworth said he thought he 
was not going to

The answer often was, that we have so many of 
them that there was no opportunity for any one 
of them to become very conspicuous. One did 
not ha ve to read much of the world’s — 
however, to learn that great men had gene 
appeared in elusters. 

It was believed by many that, had a man like 
James Buchanan deen President instead of 
Zacbary Taylor, the South would have tested its 
strength at the time when the passions of 
peopie were so much excited respecting the ad- 
mission ot California as a free State. Benton 
used to say of Calhoun: He is not dead. There 
may be no vitality in bis „ but there is in 
his doctrines.” And it was even so. Mr. Cal- 
houn's bistory showed how very bad a very wood 
man could be. His life was spotless, but bis in- 
tluence was damuable. 

Henry Clay wasa great admirer of crowds. 
While either of the other three would cross the 
street toavold one, Clay would cross the street 
to meet one. He resided at the National Hotel, 
the others at private houses. He was personaily 
acquainted with every one, and took it for 

runted that every one knew him. In bis walks 
be would quicken or slacken his pace fort 
sake of company. He came over to the House 
much oftener than any of the others, and, when 
ove of the others visited us, it was 
evident that de came for a purpose, 
while Clay seemed to come for a 
social chat with such members as be chanced to 
meet. The landlord at the National took great

Clay socially. In this way did he daily exhibit 
the variety of his knowledge, the exuberance of 
his imagination, the eloquence of bis conversa- 
tion, and the gracefuiness of bis manners. He 
had a remarkable faculty of withdrawing grace- 
fully from his company, and yet not breaking it 
up, which was oftentimes accomplished by pat-

March 16.—A strong company com- 
posed almost entirely of American capitalists 
have tor some time been working iron miues 
back of Helleville. They have been sending 
their ore to the United States for the purpose of 
having it smeited. They now propose, if the 
Government should put a sufficient protective 
duty on steel, instead of sending the ore to the 
United States to remove weir smelting- works to 
Canada and do the work here.

The capacity of the pro works 
would be 50,000 tons of steel rails, 10,000 tons of 
crucible steel, and 10,000 tons of merchantabie 
wrought iron per annum. It is also probable 
that smelting-works will be esta ‘near 
Ottawa before long in connection with the iron 
mines recently opened.

Alleged Failure of the Bleck Signal 


System. 

The leading . anthority in England, 
the London Engineer, bas just published an 
article on the “imperfections of the block sys- 
tem on crowded lines,” which, in view of the fact 
that the introduction of the system upon all 
railway lines is urged, has especial interest in 
this country. The journal directs attention to 
three recent accidents on English railways 
which were caused by the failure of the block 
system. The cases of failures were all different, 
and each illustrated a peculiar form of danger. 
The first showed how easily a trained signalman 
may make a mistake; the second illustrated the 
incompetence of the syetem to deal with sudden 
changes in atmospheric conditions; and the 
third shows that the system, bemg incapable of 
recognizing any form of obstruction on more 
lines than one, fails to deal with an obstruction

Judicial Appointameat in Wisconsin 
Legislative Proceedings, 
Special Dispatcn to The Chicago Tribune, 

Mapi1son, Wis., March 16.—This morning Gov. 
Rusk appointed Judge Joseph B. Hamilton, Sen- 
ator from the Nineteenth District, as County 
Judge of Winnebago, te succeed Judge Gary, 
resigned.

WRAPPING-PAPER MANUFACTURERS. 
A meeting of the Executive Committee of the 


Western Wrapping-Paper Manufacturers’ Asso- 


ciation was held at the Tremont House yester- 
day forenoon. The members of the committee 
present were as follows: 

Levi Rhodes, of Rockford, Chairman; R. P. 
Dart, of Milan, III., Secretary and Treasurer: J.

GROSS VIOLATION OF THE BUILDING ORDI- 

NANCE. 

A ent complains that the bnilding 
ordinance is being violated along Twenty-fourth 
street between Wentworth and Stewart avenues, 
and a reporter paid a visit to that locality yester- 
day to investigate. He found that the 
complaint was well founded, and that at 
least two palpable violations of 
the ordinance existed. At the southwest corner 
of Twenty-fourth street and Portland svenue a 
building has been raised about ten feet, and a 
now wooden basement built under it. Just east 
of Portland avenue, on the opposit side of the 
street, an immense wooden dwelling has been 
raised about twelve feet, and a wooden base- 
ment has been built under it. Both of these 
eases are unquestioned violations of the ordi- 
nance. Mr. Edgar, of the Building Department, 
stated that be bad not heard of these cases, but 
would investigate them at once, and take the 
proper steps to punish the violators. The resi- 
dents in the vicinity complain that violations of 
the ordinance are of frequent occurrence. and 
think that the city authorities should administer 
some punishment to these willful law-breasers.

TURNING THE TABLES. 
NEW WAY TO GET THE BETTER OF A 
BUCKET-SHOP. 

The Metropolitan Grain and Stock Exchange, 
one of the speculative attractionsin that human 
bechive and Bedlam—Board of Trade alley— 
seems fated to ill-luck in the selection of its 
empioyés and the character of some of its 
patrons. Not many months ago a dishonest 
clork of the exchange—a relative of one of the 
officers—joined hands with one or two other 
rogues in a scheme to swindile-the institution, 
and now a similar piece of trickery is alleged to 
have been discovered. 

Last Monday Mr. Hiram H. Peabody, Presi- 
dent of the exchange, went before Justice Ham- 
mer and swore out a warrant for the embezzie- 
ment of $1,000 against no lees a person than the 
trusted young cashier of the exchange, Mr. 
Charles A. Bedford. ‘The execution of this war- 
rant was intrusted to Constable George Hart- 
man, who found his man that same 
night, Mr. Bedford being taken into cus- 
tody at his home in Hinsdale, whither 
the officer went ina carriage. The experience 
of feeling the rough band of the law was an un- 
pleasant one for Mr. Bedford, and he looked 
about for a means of escape from a position 
which promised to beeome still more unpleas- 
ant it the law took its course. From the fact 
that his accuser, Mr. Peabody, went on the 
cashier’s bond it is inferred that the lat- 
ter did a tale unfold with the stipuia- 
tion that it was to go light with bim— 
in other words, that he turned State's evidence. 
At any rate, on the following day a warrant for 
conspiracy was sworn out by Mr. Peabody 
against A. B. Coon, E. C. Dewey, and W. H. Au- 
derson, a trio of young speculators on the ex- 
change floor.

The building will be of plain brick, without 
any attempt at ornamentation. It will be twen- 
ty-six feet wide and 186 feet long. and one story 
high. The foundations for the engines will be 
on the walls of the wells, over which the build- 
ing will stand, and they will be nineteen feet 
below datum, and will be of rubble-stone 
work at the bottom of the wells. The 
pumps will be so located as to connect directly 
with the engines on a level with thé floor of the 
building. There are eight pumps and four en- 
gines to be set. 

The excavations for the building will amount 
to between 5,000 and 6,000 cubic yards. 

There will be two boiler-houses, each sixty by 
forty-five feet, and, four singie boilers in each 
house. There will be two chimneys, each ninety 
feet high, with tiues six feet six inches in diam- 
eter. 

The influent channel passes between the two 
boiler-rooms, which are connected over the 
channel by a bridge. The channel from the 
river to the boiler-houses will be docked on 
either side, the distance being about 220 feet. 
Ashiand avenue crosses the channel just east 
of the boiler-houses, where there is a bridge, 
upon which are laid private railroad tracks con- 
necting the Danville Elevator with. the Chicago 
& Alton Railroad. The channel will be paved 
on the bottom with rip-rap stone, and will be 
ten feet below datum. 

The effluent channel will be 1,100 feet long, 
from the engine-rooms to the Lilinois & Michi- 
gan Canal, and will be sixty feet wide upon the 
surface. An average width of ten feet will be 

ved on the sides, so as to prevent washing. 

channels will require an excavation of 25, 

cubic ag tee dirt, and 562 lineal feet of dock- 
ing will have to be built, as well ag 260 cubic 
yards of dry rubbie wail, and 5,687 yards of rip- 
rap will have to be built for paving. The esti- 
mated cost of the work to be let is about $40,000, 
and to build the cofferdam and lock will re- 
quire about $25,000 to $30,000 more.

The Board of Trustees met yesterday. A nu- 
merously-signed petition was presented, asking 
that certain streets be cleaned, so that the socie- 
ties which joined in the St. Patrick's procession 
today might. have ciean streets to march upon. 
The petition was granted and the work ordered 


done. 

The annual reports of town officers were re- 
ceived and referred. Supervisor Muirhead's re- 
port, after setting forth the increase of popula- 
tion in the town and the steady growth of bDusi- 
ness, stated that new subdivisions had been 
made and improvements were branching out in 
all directions. The official census of 1870 gave a 
population of 3,360, that of 1880, 18,306, and the 
present population could be safely placed at 
23,000, making the largest village in population 
in the United States, while the territory em- 
braced thirty-six square miles, The large growth 
in populauon had necessitated increased and 
extended improvements in the way of sidewalks, 
water-pipes, sewers, and graded st~eets. 

The principal of the bonded indebtedness had 
been dec dur the year by the payment 
of twenty-eight bounds of $1,000 each, leaving 
the principal at this date $809,000 in 10 per cent 
water-iloan certificates, and $28,000 in 7 per cent 
water-loan bonds, with interest paid on ali to 
Jan. 1.

been presented. There was $56,799 in the Treas- 
ury to the credit of the sinking fund, which 
could be used only for the payment of indept- 
edness. The board had deen unable to purchuse

TRADING IN PRODUCE. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, March 16.—If Chicago is to retain 
her position as the centre of tne produce trade of 
the West,she must have only one market and 
one system of doing business. 

The Chicago Board of Trade has heretofore 
been the acknowledged market tor the produce 
of the Western producing country. But they 
have lately allowed other institutions to spring 
up to their detriment and thatof the whole 
trade and welfare of the country by their action 
in fostering them, and now when these barnacies 
have attained strength through the negligent 
action of the Board of Trade, they (the Board) 
are trying to suppress them, but the means they 
are at present taking to do 80 are, to say the 
least, childish in the extreme. 

The members of the of .Trade ought to 
be compelled to abide the constitution and 
by-laws of the associauon. If they do not do 
so they can be disciplined, suspended, or ex- 
pelied. That many of them disregard the by- 
laws daily is notorious. For instance, there is a 
by-law against trading before and after hours,

A Delicious Atmosphere—Down the 8... 
Jobe Biver—A Trip into the Inte- 
rior—Straw berries— Winter-Homes tor 
Northerners—Aliigators. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

PALATKA, Fla., Mareh 7.—After each ramble, 
excursion, or sail we intended to give you the 
fresh impressions it leaves upon our minds; but 
this delicious atmosphere acts like an opiate, 
and day after day slips by so full of enjoyment 
and delightful dreams that, ere we are aware, 
the large red sun drops into the river and gives 
us promise of time tomorrow to do the work 
left today. 

Thursday the polite Superintendent of the 
Palatka & Indian River Raliroad took us in his 
yacht down the St. John’s River eight or ten 
miles, to show us some of its windings and the 
orange-groves on its banks. When we rounded 
the Devil's Eibow, on our return, the little boat 
flew as if she feared his Satanic Majesty was in 
close pursuit. 

Friday one of the officials of the Florida South- 
ern invited a party to go into the interior of the 
State. where ten months ago the steam-whistie 
had never sounded.

Burra.o, N. T., March 16.—Gov. Cornell today 

commuted the sentence of Martin Flauigan, 
convicted of the murder of John Karins, to im- 
prisonment for lite.

nent: and if you count in the manufactures 
which ber machinery yields she does the work of 
ten times the wnole population of Africa. How 
is she enabied todo this? Simply because the 
educated mind of Engiand can multiply her 
hands by a thousandfold. Nature lends her 
gravitation; even ensiaves her sun and har- 
nesses her lightning, so that they afford hands 
and feet to run and lubor for thuse people who 
have learned how to use such agencies. The 
same thing is seen in any enlightened country, 
or at least where education is widely diffused. And 
yet in England less than bait the common peo- 
ple's children are educated iu any suitable de- 
gree. It is mind which has accomplished all 
these wonders; and minds are found in almost 
equal numbers in all ranks of society. The 
child of the peasant is often as full of genius as 
the chiid of the prince, with a stronger body and 
less tendency to habits of vice and recklesness; 
and if ho can be found and educated the nation 
certainly derives the greatest possible benefits; 
ahd if a nation is to be raised to its highest de- 
gree of efficiency every particle of its mind 
must be utilized. 

The war between France and Germany affords 
a pertinent illustration of the value of educa- 
tion in a peasantry to increase the worth of 
men, considered as mere machines of warfare. 
Every German soldier could read and write, and 
knew the geography of France. He could cal- 
culate almost as woll as his fers, and he knew 
bow to take care of ‘his person and health. 
Those of France were nearly halt illiterate, and 
as an army tney seemed littie more than a bank 
af snow before an April wind in comparison 
with the Germans. 

THE NINE MILLIONS OF CHILDREN 


who daily march to the school-houses of the 
North, the West, and the South, are better as a 
defense for theewhole Nation than a standing 
army as large as all the armies of Europe. The 

uarter of a million of school-teaehers who daily 
drili these children in the school- houses, are a 
better provision for training the Nation in pa- 
triotiem than all. the statesmes and military 
officers of the Old World.
